Men were just what their ideals. made 
them. If the ideals were good the people 
would be good, but if they were mere slug- 
gers aud brutes the people would be brutes. 
He spoke at length of the character of the 
just man and analyzed it as a blending in 
right proportion of good principles and Chris- 
tian virtues. He went for the’ campaign 
liar gloves off. He said if a politician 
were to tell a lie it would ruin his political 
prospects, but if he invented a mammoth 
and prodigious campaign lie he was lauded 
to tle skies. He warned his 
agtiust such ideals as that. But he took 
part of the sting out of his powerful de- 
nunciation by saying that some as good and 
as pure men as he had ever known belonged 
in the ranks of politicians, “If we must 
have standards and ideals,” he asked, “why 
not take just men? Why will we go into 
the foul and loathesome atmosphere of the 
prize ring and select for our ideal the im- 
bruted man who fights for money?’ Then, 
in a magnificent burst of eloquence, he 
painted the just man. He was like the 
sun, high iu the heavens, and radiant, whose 
glorious light could not be hidden. Wall 
it up by mountains and pull down the heav- 
jest clouds to obscure it, but through it all 
the sun’s bright light would break, paint 
ing all the world with light. So with the 
Just man. : 

“Young men of Atlanta, if you will have 
an ideal, why not, let me ask in the name 
of all that is good and pure, take him from 
the ranks of good men and not from the 
ranks of the vile and contemptible slugger? 

“If posterity is to judge the past by the 

ideals of the people what will be their opin- 
jon of that people who pay superior honors 
to such gamblers as Corbett and Sullivan 
and their negro competitors? 
New Orl can sink no lower than she 
now stands the esteem of honest men 
and women, MHenecforth ber name will 
be associated with the foulest, the meanest 
and most repulsive. In proportion to her 
population she is doing more to furnish fuel 
for hellishdiges than any other city on this 
continent. 

“And Atitiita, to judge from the demon- 
strations of last night and yesterday, is to 
follow in her lead.

„neither Greek, nor Jew, barbarian, Scythian, 
bond nor free, but Christ is all and in all. 

In the first place St. Paul sought to correct 
an error, which is all too common now. The 
error of limiting the truth as thought to too 
narrow a sphere. The Jew believed that he 
should love the Jews, but not the Geuitiles; 
the Greeks that they were “‘the offspring” of 
God, but not the barbarians. So we today 
think correctly in regard to the gospel of 
Christ, but the mistake we make is in limit 
ing our thoughts to ourselves, our church, 
our age, to the exclusion of all else and all 
others. 

In the second place, St. Paul wished to 
teach this church that there was some truth 
in all. and these combined with and were 
assimilated to the truth in Christianity. What 
was true in each was true in all and needed 
by all in order to reach the highest knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ.

It wee the 2 — 
of a series in which Dr. Barrett endeavors to 
3 the great truths of religion independent- 
y of revelation. This is a course which should 
more often be adopted by our preachers, for 
more hearers than they imagine are willing 
to begin with assuming the truth of revela- 
tion as a basis for everything else. 

The first of these sermons was on “The 
Soul,“ and was published in this paper a few 
weeks ago; this was on God. : 

The text was Paul's sermon at Athens, es- 
pecially the verse, For in Him we live and 
Move and have our being.” Dr. Barrett said 
for. 3,000 -years men have been speculating 
about God. That is the ‘trouble—they have 
been speculating. These speculations are like 
a milMvheel—forever moying but never pra- 
gressin

some men into the sad. mistake of saying hat 
the existence of God cannot be l It 
cuntot be demonstrated, for it is not a 
mathematical problem, but it can be proved 
by the same patient, sure-footed introduction 
which proves the conclusions of science. 1 
will today take up only one branch of science 
through which this introduction can find God, 
The Doctrine of the Conseryator of Energy. 
This teaches that gravitation, heat, light, elec- 


tricity and nerve force are only forms of one 


force, never created and never lost, but only 
changed from one form to another so that 
the sum of all the forces in the universe re- 
main the same. Thus we find there is really 
only one force in the universe, and this one 
force, with its infinite manifestations is un- 
created, indestructible, unchangeable. It is 
one eternal force, and omnipresent, reaching 
the remote star far beyond the range of the 
strongest telescope. Therefore,“ as says Her- 
ab Spencer, there is a power manifested 
througu all phenomena.“ This one eternal 
omnipresent force has been manifested on an 
ascending scale—beginning with mechanical 
foree, it ends with mental and spiritual force. 
But as the stream cannot rise higher than the 
fountain, this spiritual course fmplies a spirit- 
ual origin. To avoid this difficulty material- 
ists endow each moleeule of matter with 
„mind stuff’’—an unscientific assumption. Who 
bas ever seen any mental force that was not 
conscious, and we cannot conceive of an im- 
personal spirit. And this one eternal spirft 
shows his intelligence. Force acts by purpose 
not by chance. Is this world the result of a 
“fortuitous concourse of atoms?“ Force must 
be by purpose or chance. If by design there 
must be the designer. Those materialists who 
deny design are forced to admit that the dead 
«cosmic dust of the nebula of the morning of 
time has accidentally drifted about until it al- 
together unintentionally fell into the form 
and fashion of our beautiful organized world.

morning she was arrested by Patrolman 


Conn, who has known the woman all his 
life. 


She was detained at the police station 
until a telegram from Sheriff Reynolds, 
sent late Saturday night, instructéd that she 
be released. The telegram, stated that 
investigation showed that she was not ac- 
cessory to the killing, and ber only rela- 
tion to it wus that of an eye witness, 
Upon this she was allowed to go. A tele 
gram received just a few hours before had 
asked that she be held. After: being turned 
loose Mrs. Peek went to her brother's 
heme on Peachtree where she spent the 
night. 

If she was glad of her release there was 
no indication in her words or manner. She 
was the same smiling, unmoved woman 
that she had been inside the iren bars. 

Before leaving the police station she re- 
galed the ‘officers with a little romance, 
and advanced a few views of hers, as well 
as her plans for the future. 

She said. she bad been engaged to be 
married to John Noell, who is new in Asbhe- 
ville jail charged. with the murder of Ed 
Brown, and as soon as she could get a 


divorce from her husband here the mar- 


riage was to occur. She related the whole 
affair in the most matter of fact way, but 
ahe wound it up by a grand climax of trag- 
ic acting. 

“I love John,“ she d passionately, 
and she looked for all the world like a trag- 
edy queen doing a thrilling part, “and I 
intend to marry him in spite of the. world. 
Yes, John is in jail, but ‘he'll get ont. 
They'd better not hang him! If they did 
if they did they d be sorry as long as they 
live. I’m going back to Asheville to save 
him if I have to crawl every inch of the 
way. I'll save him—lI'll sse him and III 
marry him, ste if I dbn't.“
